“We have been trying, some of vs, 
for a good many years, to teach in 
politics, as elsewhere, the lesson that 
we are all in the same boat,” he 
said.

The greatest difficulty that has con- 
fronted us, gentlamen, has often 
been that we have deliberately 
looked at these common interests 
from self-chosen angles, which made 
them look as if some of us were 
separated from others and as if some 
of us wanted to depress business, 
for example, and others of us wanted 


to exalt business. 


“I dare say that you have noticed 
that the same necessity to make a 
living is imposed upon Democrats 
as Republicans and I dare say you 
are ready to believe that Democrats 
are just as willing to make a good 
living as Republicans. Therefore, it 
seems to me logically to follow, 
though 1 have been quoted as hav- 
ing no regard for logic, Democrats 
are naturally as much interested in 
the business prosperity of the Unit- 
ed States as anybody else. So that 
if you believe they are not as fitted 
to guide ‘it as other persons, you 
cannot be doubting their interested- 
ness. You are only impugning their 
intelligence.” 

“The suspicion is beginning to 
dawn,” he added, “that the business 
man understands the business of the 
country as well as the extraordinary 
man. 

CREDIT CONTROL GAINED. 

“An act recently was passed in 
Congress that some of the most in- 
telligent business men of this coun- 
try opposed—men whom I knew, 
men whose character I trusted, men 
whose judgment I believed in. I re- 
fer to the Federal act by which we 
intended and succeeded in taking 
credit out of the control of com- 
bines and placed it in the hands of 
the real commercial men. Those 
who opposed it admit now that it 
saved the country from a ruinous 
panic when the war came on and it 
is the salvation of every average 
business man who is in the midst of 
the tides that I have been trying to 
describe. 

“What does that mean, gentle- 
men? It means that you can get a 
settled point of view and can con- 
scientiously oppose progress if you 
do not need progress yourself. That 
is what it means. I &m not im- 
pugning the intelligence even of the 
men who opposed these things, be- 
cause the same thing happens to 
every man if he is not of extraordi- 
nary make-up—one who can see the 
necessity for a thing that he does 
not himself need. When you have 
abundant credit and control of credit 


you, of course, do not need that 


area of credit broadened.”

SAN FRANCISCO, July 10.—Reso- 


lutions authorizing the appointment 
of a law and order committee to 


raise $1,000,000 to enforce the open 


shop doctrines of the local Chamber 
of Commerce and to clear the con- 
gested Gan Francisco docks of the 
freight tied up by the strike of the 
Pacific Coast longshoremen and 
other unions were adopted at a 
meeting of approximately 2000 mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce 
here today. Two hundred thousand 
dollars has been subscribed and the 
balance is in sight, according to of- 
ficials of the chamber. 

The ‘meeting was called, accord- 
ing to the speakers, because the 
water front is tied up by the “tyran- 
nous and uninterrupted rule of the 
front by the officers of the Long- 
shoremen’s Union, and steps are nec- 
essary to clear the docks and set 
ships sailing in and out of the 
Golden Gate again.” 

Paul Scharrenberg, secretary of 
the California Federation of Labor, 
was the only union official present, 
and he attended as a spectator only. 

No outlines of the plana of the 
Law and Order Committee, which 
was appointed immediately following 
the meeting by F. J. Koster, presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce. 
were announced. However, when 
Robert Dollar, president of the Dol- 
lar Steamship Company, told how 
non-union men had been employed 
in previous water-front strikes and 
how union men had been carried off 
in ambulances, he was iloudly 
cheered.

“Sell your foreign customers what 
they want to buy and serve them 
as they want to be served,“ was 
the keynote of several addresses 
this afternoon. 

Mr. Redfield declared that Amer- 
ican business, attempting to broaden 
its foreign field, will face the great- 
est test in its history when the Eu- 
ropean war ig over. Success or fail- 
ure, he said, rests with American 
business men and American business 
methods. 

Mr. Chalmers devoted much of his 
address to suggestions regarding the 
hiring of salesmen. 

“Most of us who have things to 
sell have managed, somehow or oth- 
er, to sell these things, but few of 
us have ever reduced the selling 
part of our business to the scientific 
basis that we have the manufactur- 
ing and merchandising ends of our 
business,” he said. 

The automobile maker recom- 
mended that employers have sev- 
eral conferences with prospective 
salesmen before hiring them. 

Mr. Barrett, who is credited with 
having conceived and organized the 
salesmanship congress, said that 
“worth-while employers do not want 
worms warranted not to turn.” 

They want restless, a«eeressive 
men, like themselves,” he said, and 
added that there is a famine of high- 
priced salesmen in the United States,

Accused Youth Calmly Hears 
Recital of Tragedy. 


Woman at Whose Home He 
Lodged is Spectator.

WAUKEGAN (Il.) July 10.—Will 
H. Orpet, who for a month had heard 
charges and insinuations made 
against him plecemeal by witnesses 
in his trial for the alleged murder 
of Marion Lambert, had them served 
up in coherent sequence today. 
He had grown used to it, however, 
and remainded calmly in his chair 
throughout the long, hot day in 
Judge Donnelly’s courtroom. 
His mother was in her usual seat 
by his side and on the other sat a 


friend of unusual interest, Mrs. Ed+ 


win Taylor, at whose home he lodged 
while attending the University of 
Wisconsin at Madison. 

Mrs. Taylor was one of the Wis- 
consin witnesses wanted by the 
State, none of whom responded. 
Both sides having rested their evi- 
dence last Saturday, however, Mrs. 
Taylor took train for Chicago and 
entered court, secure in the fact that 
it was too late to call her to the 
stand. 

The defendant, when a witness, ad- 
mitted that as a part pf his alibi he 
attempted to conceal the fact of his 
trip to Lake Forest, and rumpled 
his bed so that Mrs. Taylor would 
think that he slept in it.

Take Little Stock in the Matter—Vague Rumors that 
Germans are Interested in the Movement — Felix Dicz 


OUGLAS, July 10—As I was 

leaving Nogales, Mexican busi- 

ness men on this side of the 
line were being arrested on the 
suspicion that they were concerned 
in a German plot to overthrow the 
Carranza Governor of Sonora. 

On the train I met a photographer 
who had just left Mexico and who 
said that the people of Sonora were 
on fire with a plot to restore Villa. 

Arriving in Douglas I find that 
Gen. Calles, whose headquarters are 
just across the line, notified the 
American mining men this morning 
that conditions of peace in Sonora 
have now been restored and that 
they are perfectly safe in returning 
to their Mexican mines. 

There's the jig-saw puzzle: You 
can work it out any way you like. 

The German story comes from 
Tucson. A Mexican arrested there 
as a drunk is said to have carried 
maps and data pointing to a German 
conspiracy. 

Among other things he is said to 
have had copies of an- advertisement 
printed in a Los Angeles paper in 
which “Young Germans” were in- 
vited to join in a scheme to settle 
upon mysterious lands. 

ONE ARREST. 

Upon the strength of this data, 
Col. Alexandro Barron of Nogales, 
formerly an officer under Huerta but 
now a merchant in Nogales, was ar- 
rested on a charge of conspiring to 
violate the neutrality of the United 
States. The officers in Nogales 
knew nothing about the case, but 
the story coming from Tucson was 
that the Germans were to help in a 
revolution of which Felix Diaz was 
to be the head. 

Among other offenses, Col. Bar- 
ron was alleged to be trying to ship 
a military aeroplane and much am- 


Anything is liable to be true in 
Mexico, but this story about Felix 
Diaz and the Germans seems a lit- 
tle dubious. When last heard of 
Gen. Diaz was way down in Oaxaca. 
Sonora seems to be a most improb- 
able field of action for him. 

MAY HEAR FROM DIAZ. 
Gen. Diaz will certainly be heard 
from before very long. It is reported 
that he is carefully drilling a real 
army that will have proper equip- 
ment and trained officers when he 
gets ready to use it. 

It seems unlikely that he would 
try the dangerous experiment of 
coming up into Sonora and attacking 
a very strong place when he has a 
weak spot at hand: Or, that he 
would try to get military equipment 
over our well guarded border when 
he could more easily get it from the 
south. 

Altogether, this Diaz-German 
story sounds like a dream. The at- 
titude of the army officers at Nogales 
indicates that they do not expect any 
immediate trouble in Sonora. Their 
operations around Nogales are ail 
intended for the training of troops 
for some big movement a long way 
ahead, rather than for any move- 
ment now at hand. 

» The story about the Villa feeling 
in Sonora comes from a photograph- 
er who left Cananea about two weeks 
ago by way of Naco. He said he 
had been from house to house among 
the Mexicans soliciting their patron- 
age for his photograph business and 
said he knew the sentiment well. I 
have his name but as he intends re- 
turning to Mexico, it would be plac- 
ing his life in peril to give it. 

He said that comparatively few 
soldiers were to be seen in that dis- 
tritt but that all the Mexican houses 
he visited had arms.

He says Villa is an idol 
all through Sonora. 

The condition of the people he re- 
ports as being much better in Sonora 
than in Chihuahua. The people are 
starving in Chihuahua, but there is 
no especial suffering in Sonora. He 
says there is plenty of food there, 
particularly for military purposes. 
His estimate of the soldiers he has 
seen is about 20,000. 

There is this much color to the 
German story in the account given 
by this photographer. He says the 
German station agent at Cananea 
was discharged about two weeks ago 
without apparent cause. 

The various rumors to the con- 
trary, Gen. Calles voluntarily sent 
for the mining men around Douglas 
this morning and notified them that 
it would be safe for them to return 
to their work in Mexico. 

The general manager of the Cana- 
nea Copper Company crossed the 
line this morning at Naco and work 
will be resumed by American work- 
men on the Mexican side. 

Gen. Calles says he has the situa- 
tion thoroughly in hand and is con- 
fident he can give ample protection. 
He says peace prevails in Sonora. 

Gen. Calles has been regarded all 
through this trouble ag exception- 
ally conservative and reliable. He 
is one of the strong men of Mexico. 
Before the revolutions began he was 
— employee of the Cananea postof- 
ce. 

Although he recently made a very 
strong protest against paying his 
troops in Carranza paper money. he 
is regarded as loyal to the adminis- 
tration. The feeling among the army 
men at El Paso, however. is that 
Gen. Calles is acting pretty much 
"on his own” in this crisis: that he 
acts as it seems best to him with- 
out much regard to orders from the 
City of Mexico. 

The strongest reason for thinking 
Gen. Calles is an advocate of peace 
is the size of the American force 
opposed to him.

Gen. Calles is located at Agua 
Prieta. According to the informa- 
tion of the secret service men, most 
of his troops are there and at Mag- 
dalena.

STATE DEPARTMENT’PUZZLED. 


The more the State Department of- 
ficials have studied the problem the 
arrival of the submarine created, the 
more puzzled they have become by 
some of the novel features which it 
presents, Aside from the claim of 
the allies that a submarine cannot be 
anything else than a warship—a 
claim which is pronounced absurd 
in naval circles—there are the ques- 
tions as to the policy this govern- 
ment should pursue with respect to 
belligerent treatment of underwater 
merchantmen at sea. Shall it insist 
that such vessels cannot be attacked 
without warning or without provid- 
Ing for the safety of passengers and 
crews? This rule, it is declared, must 
be observed with respect to surface 
craft. But it was pointed out, a 
warship sighting a submarine can- 
not afford to take the chance of giv- 
ing her a warning. To do so would 
be to assure the prompt diving of 
the vessel whether armed or un- 
armed, so that the quarry would be 
lost. Moreover, it would imperil the 
safety of the warship, since the sub- 
marine if armed, would have time to 
launch a torpedo and thus destroy 
the overhauling craft. Again, the 
British government has permitted 
American importers to receive rub- 
ber from British colonies on the dis- 
tinct understanding that the product 
shall not be re-exported to Germany. 
The government of the United States 
is, of course, not a party to any 
such agreement, But if a German 
submarine takes a cargo of rubber 
from this country (Germany is in. 
sad need of this material for aero- 
planes, submarines, etc.,) will not 
the British government withhold 
further shipments and thus em- 
barrass American manufacturers? If 
the Germans establish a submarine 
line, as they announced they intend 
to do, will not the blockade main- 
tained by the allies become ineffec- 
tive ir international law, and justify 
the claim that it cannot be re- 
garded? 


IFS AND ANDS. 


It is suggested that “one swallow 
does not make a summer,” and that 
some of these questions can well wait 
before this government takes a posi- 
tion with respect to them. For ex- 
ample, if a British warship should 
fire upon a commerce submarine and 
should sink her, there would be no 
hostile witnesses to allege that the 
vessel had been fired upon without 
warning. So far as the maintenance 
of regular communication is con- 
cerned, the ability of the Germans to 
do anything of the kind remains to 
be determined.

merce submarine. These war sub- 
marines will not be constructed for 
commerce, but for.war, and will not 
be convertible into commerce boats. 
Of course, should submarines be 
built for commerce by the govern- 
ment or private individuals, in case 
of necessity they could be convert- 
ed into auxiliaries to the navy by 
supplying them with proper arma- 
ment. But this is a matter to be 
worked out later and by another 
committee of Congress. We are all 
waiting for reports to be made by 
experts of the navy who are to in- 
spect the U-boat now in an Amer- 
ican port. We will be given all the 
information gathered and this will 
be given to the committee, but 1 
don’t think that will change the 
plans of the committee.” 

Senator Stone, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Affairs Committee, 
does not see any immediate change 
in United States foreign licy 
— out of the German U-boat 
ea 

“It was a marvelous achievement,” 
he said. “It is a great credit to the 
German people, but the rules of this 
country, concerning ‘treatment of 
ships of belligerent nations enter- 
ing our pofts are based on interna- 
tional law and this law will stand. 1 
cannot see what effect it will have 
except to astound the world.” 

That the trip of the Deutschlan 
if it proves anything regarding nava 
defense, proves the need of subma- 
rines rather than dreadnaughts, is 
the contention of the American Un- 
ion against Militarism. The union, 
at the hearing before the House 
Naval Affairs Committee, joined 
with representatives of the National 
Grange, in contending for more sub- 
marines and mines and fewer dread- 
naughts.

UNAR ECLIPSE 
IS DUE FRIDAY. 


When Moon is Nearest Earth, 
Nobody’s Asleep and the 
Tides are High. 


Ordered as if for the spe- 
cial benefit of observing man- 
kind, a lunar eclipse will oc- 
cur early next-Friday evenink 
under an extraordinary com- 
bination of conditions. For 
the old moon will be as near 
the earth as she ever comes, 
the spectacle will begin at 
7:20 p.m., when almost no- 
body who ever wakes up is 
asleep, and the phenomenon 
will be accompanied by un- 
usually high tides. 

When the moon rises at 
7:20 o’clock Friday evening 
she will be in partial eclipse, 
as seen from Los Angeles. By 
8:45 o'clock four-fifths of her 
face will be obscured by the 
earth's shadow, from which 
the satellite will then grad- 
ually emerge. 

All this will happen when 
the moon is at perigee—that 
is, when she has reached that 
part of her elliptical orbit 
when she is a mere 221,614 
miles from the earth. When 
the night luminary swings to 
apogee she is 252,972 miles 
away. 

The high tides will be due 
to an increase in attraction 
caused by the orb’s nearness 
and to the fact that both 
moon and sun will exert a 
pull in the same direction

Huge Total of Property Lost 
or Stolen is Handled by 
Police Clerk.

More than a quarter of a 
million dollars in money, 
jewelry and other articles 
stolen or lost were returned 
to their owners by the police 
department during the past 
fiscal year. The statistics are 
provided in the annual report 
of the property clerk's office, 
of which Lieut.

The office cared for a total 
of $497,862, and the sums 
handled daily are increasing 
daily. The 41,732 prisoners 
arrested during the year had 
on their persons $79,370, or 
an average of more than $1.50 * 
to each prisoner.

| Superintendent Urges Haste in 


Teachers’ Hearings. 
Pictures “Mental Agony Due 
to Boards Statements.” 

Report on First Case Given 
Unanimous Approval. 


Urging the necessity for an early 


conclusion upon the status of the. 


twenty-five teachers who falled of 
re-election last month, though they 
were not recommended for dismissal 
by the principals, Supt. J. H. 
Francis asked the Board of Educa- 
tion last night to hasten the hear- 
ings. 

Former Judge Waldo M. Fork said 
the request of the Superintendent 
should be acted upon immediately 
and it was arranged to discuss it 
in executive session at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon. 

The Superintendent said six weeks 
had elapsed since the board took its 
action and but five hearings had 
been held. At that rate of progress 
hearings for any considerable num- 
ber were not possible. “As a mat- 
ter of simple justice these teachers 
are entitled to know their standing“ 
he said, “and it is already late for 
them to secure positions elsewhere. 
Very few, if any, of these teachers 
can afford to be without work. and 
the, situation for them is critical. 

MENTAL AGONY. 


“The mental agony caused these 
teachers has been greatly augmented 
by statements issuing from this 
board, by inference at least, that 
there are moral grounds for the ac- 
tion taken; and, since these state- 
ments did not designate any par- 
ticular individuals among the twen- 
ty-five, odium has been cast upon all. 

“The point raised by a member 
of the board that the Board of Edu- 
cation is under no legal obligations 
to give any reason for their action 
does not answer the question as to 
the board’s moral obligations. 

“If teachers are to be dropped 
without knowing the reasons condi- 
tions are very apt to arise in which 
petty personal and political motives 
may become the dominating ‘actors 
and neither the teacher nor the pub- 
lic can be sure of justice. 

“Every superintendent and board 
of education is under moral obliga- 
tions to notify a teacher frankly 
and fearlessly of the cause or causes 
upon which they base their action in 
dismissing teachers. 


tures of this whole unfortunate mat- 
ter is the apparent fact that these 
people still are ignorant -of the 
charges, if any there be, against 
them. 

APPEALS FOR ACTION, 


“The teacher’s reputation is his 
capital stock, and as a Superintend- 
ent of Schools I appeal to all ‘fair- 
minded members of this Board of 
Education to make the greatest pos- 
sible haste in completing the hear- 
ings, giving definite information to 
the parties concerned and clearing 
up the entire matter as expeditious- 
ly as possible. 

“T recommend, therefore, that 
you arrange for one or more ses- 
sions upon consecutive days for these 
hearings; that the sessions continue 
until the entire matter be disposed 
of: that the teachers involved be 
divided into groups and notified of 
the days when their hearings will 
occur, and that they be advised of 
the complaints or charges, if any, 
that may be lodged against them.”

PROBLEM OF MORALS. 


Granting Probation to a Youth Who 
Wronged Girl, Court Declares 
He Doesn’t Know What to 
Do with Young Men of 

Prisoner's Stamp. 


William Dill, a Denver youth, ap- 
proached Anna Munn in a public 
dance hall and without the for- 


mality of an introduction she con- 
sented to dance with him. The dance 
led to further acquaintance, and 
yesterday Dill, an “extra” at a lo- 
cal motion-picture studio, stood be- 
ton Judge Reeve, charged with 
contributing to her delinquency. 

The court in an extended state- 
ment confessed it is a problem to 
know what to do with young men 
like Dill, who seem to be guided by 
the morals of those of their class. 
These standards, the court said, are 
very low among the young men of 
today. In fact, in many cases, it 
would seem there is a total lack of 
any sense of morals. 

“It would seem that many young 
men have had no moral training 
whatever in their homes,” said the 
court, and can perceive no dif- 
ference between moral right and 
moral wrong. Their only thought 
is to escape punishment for their 
acts,” he concluded. 

Judge Reeve caused the youth to 
read section 264 of the Penal Code, 
which provides that for such of- 
fenses against girls under 18 years, 
the court may impose sentence in 
the State penitentiary for as long 
as fifty years. Dill said he appre- 
ciated the seriousness of what he 
had done. Because of certain exi- 
gencies in the case, Judge Reeve said 
he would grant the prisoner two 
years probation. He must report 
to Assistant Probation Officer Tim- 
mons and must not visit public dance 
halis during that time.

Robert L. Hubbard, asked to talk 
on home rule at the Woman's City 
Club meeting yesterday, made a bet- 


ter argument by far on single tax, 
a subject alloted to Charles James, 
secretary of the Single Tax League, 
though neither led his listeners out 
of a maze as to just what it was 
all about until their respective initia- 
tive petitions asking for signatures 
were produced, as a climax. 

Mr. James ascended the heights 
of oratory and biblical references, 
declaring the earth is ours and the 
fulness thereof, but instanter fol- 
lowed up that statement with the 
remark that the single tax would 
bring about a tax on the rental 
value of the land, the use of which 
is the divine right of every man, 
woman and child born on the earth.”

form. 

Mr. James referred to the issue 
as whacking off but a part of the 
doe’s tail, which Illustration Mr.

Both agreed upon one point—that 
the method of correct taxation must 
be reached by education.

Exposition. 
ECONOMY PLANS | 
ARE OUTLINED. 


Efficiency Head Explains to 
Public Works Board. 


Some Details may be Adopted 
and Others Rejected. 


Department Chiefs to Report 
on Suggestions Made. 


Suggested plans whereby the effi- 
clency department says the Board 
of Public Works can trim its bud- 
get requirements another $329,000 
this year were outlined further to 
the board by Director Burks yester- 
day. Some of these suggestions, 


President Handley of the Board of 
Public Works said, can be carried 
out either holly or in part, while 
some involving a total saving of 
more than $600,000 have already 
been acepted through the Budget 
Committee. Other details of the 
economy programme, Mr. Handley 
intimated, will not be put in effect. 

In the meantime the various de- 
partment heads affected by the rec- 
ommendations were asked to — 
he data prepared by the effi- 
ciency department and report back 
to the Board of Public Works with 
any criticisms they may be able to 
make on the records presented and 
the trimming suggested. 

In completing presentation of the 
efficiency department suggestions, 
Director Burks gave emphasis to his 
statement that no mere “expression 
of opinion” is contained 
and only official records of the en- 
gineering and other departments 
have been used to illustrate the op- 
portunities for making reductions 
in the budget. 

“We believe,” said Mr. Burks, 
“that this move for economy can be 
made with so little curtailing of ac- 
tual service, with the possible ex- 
ception of street maintenance, that 
there will be little or no cause for 
complaint or protest from any quar- 
ter, for substantially the same work 
can be carried on with the reduced 
appropriations provided if there is 
a sincere effort at the necessary re- 
organizations in the interest of effi- 


ciency.” 
The additional items considered at 
yesterday's session included the 


building department, the assessment 
bureau and the opening and wid-/ 
ening bureau. In the building de- 
partment, the analysis of service 
rendered last year showed that in- 
spectors covered a mileage of 45,- 
533, of which inspectors walked 
» 6895 miles and traveled 14,411 miles 
by street car. By the use of auto- 
mobiles, the report showed, a to- 
tal of 2643 hours could have been 
saved. By these figures Mr. Burks 
showed that the force of inspectors 
can be reduced 15 per cent., and, 
allowing $1820 more for mileage 
expenses in the department, a sav- 
ing of $2680 a year can be made. 

In the street assessment division, 
| Mr. Burks presented charts showing 
that while the cost of the office 18 
60 per cent. above the normal mark, 
the number of parcels assesed last 
year is more than 30 per cent, be- 
low normal and the miles of street 
improvement and sewer constructed 
are 35 and 45 per cent. below nor- 
mal. The suggestion made is for 
a cut of 50 per cent. in the cost 
of this division. 

A similar reduction in the opening 
and widening bureau expenses 
urged and this is supported by 
charts showing that although the 
cost of the bureau was reduced near- 
ly 60 per cent. last year, the num- 
ber of parcels assessed has declined 
$9 per cent. 

Director Burks revised his former | 
figures on the amount that may be 
saved in street sweeping, placing 
the figure at $55,300 the first year 
instead of 352,900. He reiterated 
his offer to assign a man to direct 
an experiment in one sweeping dis- 
trict to demonstrate that this saving 
can be made by proper supervision.

LOS ANGELES, July 10.— [To the 
Editor The Times:] There is, in 
New Tokk, an epidemic of what the 
physicians call “infantile paralysis,” 
a form of spinal meningitis. Cases 
have also occurred, simultaneously, 
in twélve widely scattered States, 
showing that these cases were not 
due to contagion. One authority tells 
us the disease is as contagious as 
smallpox. It would be more correct 
to say that it is as contagious as 
toothache. Yet, quarantines are be- 
ing rigidly enforced, while doctors 
go in and out of the sick rooms. 

The physicians say they have 
“isolated the ge but have not 
succeeded in discovering a cure. 
read that “a number of highly- 
trained epidemologists and labora- 
tory specialists have been rushed to 
New York, in the hope. that they 
may evolve effective means for pre- 
venting the spread of the mysterious 
malady.” Also, that an embargo on 
monkeys has been raised, and a 
thousand or more of these interest- 
ing animals are to be rushed from 
foreign countries for experimenta- 
tion purposes. One might suppose 
that, during the four years since the 
last epidemic, there had been ample 
time to make these experimentg, with 
the aid of the large funds of the 
Rockefeller Institute. Four years 
ago, an eminent medical authority 
declared the disease was spread by 
stable files. Then another equally 
eminent authority. said it was not 
due to that cause. 

When atmospheric condi are 
favorable, certain diseases will at- 
tack those whose blood has become 
so filled with impurities through 
wrong living that the system lacks 
resisting power. In summer it may 
be diphtheria, or scarlet fever, or 
“infantile paralysis; in winter it 
may be grippe, or influenza. When 
atmospheric conditions are such as 
to cause rough water, many persons, 
who are susceptible, simultaneously 
become seasick. There is, in fact, an 
epidemic of seasickness. Yet, we 
never say the passeygers “caught” 
the disease from each other. 

Infantile paralysis always develops 
coincidentally with the appearance 
in eastern cities of hot, murky 
weather, during which children con- 
sume great quantities of “ice cream 
cones,” together with the omnipres- 
— “all-day suckers” and other 

ap candies. These, with the usual 
— plus of starches and sweets in the 
diet, overheat the blood, causing an 
acid condition, that readily yields to 
disease. A great uproar is 
about a saloon near a school, yet a 
saloon is not nearly so harmful to 
the children as are the vendors of 
“penny dainties,” who locate round 
the grounds during school term. 
Children thus not only poison their 
blood, but 1 a their power of 
digesting plain foo 

In all the medical advice that has 
been given, I have seen no reference 
to this important subject. We are 
told that the disease may be spread 
| by healthy “carriers.” Dr. George 
Nicholas, head of the Federal Bureau 
of Epidemiology, says: “Keep away, 
as far as possible, from everbody.” 
Rather difficult advice to follow, al- 
though I must admit that if people 
would altogether keep away from 
each other much trouble might be 
avoided—the present war, for in- 
stance. 

Four years ago, in Los Angeles, we 
had, not an epidemic, for there were

only a few cases, but a great ante 
over infantile paralysis. A shotgun 
quarantine was established In the 
city. In some outside towns, pas- 
sengers from Los Angeles were d@is- 
infected and forced to change their 
clothes. One case of infantile 
paralysis proved to be worms, an- 
other a dislocated shoulder. Finally, 
the ple demanded that the crimi- 
nal folly should cease, the quarantine 
was raised, and the “epidemic” was 
soon forgotten, but not until it had 
caused great unnecessary inconveni- 


ence, and had done much harm. 


When I expostulated with one of the 
State health authorities, he said: 
“Oh, well, you know, we must throw 
a scare into the people now and 
then.”

PTIMISTIC VIEW OF THE WAR. 

One of the distinguished officials of the 
National City Bank of New York is George 
D. Roberts, assistant to the president. Al- 
most everybody knows that the National 


City is the greatest banking institution in 


the country, being capitalized at $25,000,000 


and having in its directorate some of the 


largest capitalists in the world. It has 
financed several European loans aggregat- 
ing hundreds of millions of dollars. A 
spokesman therefore of its views and afti- 
tude regarding the effects of the war on 
business, on material losses and on the 
burdens of indebtedness to be met after 
the war, will be of unusual interest. They 
are embodied in a pamphiet just issued by 
the bank. 

Those who, in the perusal of Martin Chuz- 
zlewit, have noticed how gaily Mark Tapley 
regards every distressing occurrence of life 
simply use he feels that he has reason 
to be thaukkful that things are no worse will 
keenly appreciate the bright light which 
Mr. Roberts throws on the grim visage of 
war. Looked at from his optimistic stand- 
point war and its attendant evils are not 
so terrible. 

“If,” says our philosopher, “anybody had 
told us at the beginning of the war that it 
would be going on at the end of two years, 
at a cost of nearly $100,000,000 a day, few 
would have believed him. But we have 
learned that the conduct of the war is larze- 
ly a matter of industrial organization. If a 
people can restrict their wants, or curtail 
their consumption of some things, and or- 
ganize the women and children, and men 
above military age, to supply the necessities 
they can keep fighting men on the firing line 
as long as last.” 

He says that finance is only a name for 
“a process in the organization of industry,” 
that we still have the land, forests, mines, 
water powers and other resources of na- 
ture, and we still have the buildings and 
machinery for converting those resources 
into commodities, and the railways for their 
distribution for use. | 

Then there is our stock of knowledge and 
experience, our progress in the arts and 
industries, our control of physical laws— 
electricity, chemistry, etc. “The amount of 
productive property destroyed, as compared 
with the total amount of property, is com- 
paratively small, even in the countries at 
war.” Shipping is suffering most, but “the 


world is building ships almost as fast as 


they are sunk.” 


New machinery and new methods are 


invented and installed, and industry is 
speeded to the limit. It is the things that 


all the world is working night and day to 


produce that are being destroyed, while the 
productive capacity in many lines is being 
actually enlarged.” 

He admits that an important factor, the 
skilled workmen, are being killed, and that 
it is a depressing factor, but the effect may 
be favorable upon those who survive. He 
quotes Lloyd George, the successor of Lord 
Kitchener, as having said, “The improve- 
ment in industry and the more effective 
control of the liquor traffic, resulting from 
the war, will compensate for all the eco- 
nomic losses.” 

“No one,” says Roberts, “can calculate 
the full effects of the stimulus and disci- 
pline of war upon the population. The 
greatest forces in the world are the invisi- 
ble ones, and these peoples may be more 
alert, more enterprising, more resourceful 
and capable than ever before.” . 

“But what about the debt?” he asks. “Is 
it true that these countries are drawing on 
the future, that they are expending capital 


before it is created, and heaping burdens 


upon generations yet unborn? There is 
very great exaggeration about that. The 
war is carried on with tangible things— 
with equipment and supplies — and these 
must be furnished now, not after the war is 
over. The armies are not being fed this 
year from next year’s crops.” 

Someone has said that five hundred years 
after the war is over people will be toiling 
to pay the interest on these loans, to which 
Mr. Roberts replied, “That may be so, but 
it is certain that the payments will be made 
to people then living, and their use of the 
capital will react upon the entire commu- 
nity.” He calls attention to the fact that 
“the payment of indebtedness does not ex- 
tinguish the capital transferred or involve 
an economic loss.” In other words, the 
money raised by taxation will flow from 


the public into the treasury, and from the 


— 


treasury back to the people. 
represents an economic loss, but the loss 
occurs when the proceeds of the loans are 
expended, and does not occur again when 
the loans are paid* off. | 

He admits that there may be temporary 
depression after the war, resulting from un- 
certainty of foreign markets and the ani- 
mosities engendered, but these matters wil! 
rapidly adjust themselves. There is gen- 
uine community of interests throughout the 


-world, and trade will gradually be so ad- 


justed that harmony will prevail. “There 
is a natural balance or equilibrium in af- 
fairs which in the long run is bound to be 
maintained because it is fixed in the very 
constitution of things, and when that bal- 
ance is disturbed all the natural forces 
work for its restoration. 
fairs has a way of righting itself. And it is 
a good thing that this is so.” : 

The philosophy of Mr. Roberts is full of 
truisms and is very ingeniously put; but 
the great truth of all is that war fs the 
curse of nations and the scourge of souls. 


WER-GOBBLING BILIS. 


The bills now pending before Congress 
‘providing for the leasing by the Federal 


government of the .waters of navigable 
streams for power purposes, and the leas- 
ing of oil lands and withdrawing them from 
location and development by citizens of the 
United States, are in defiance of the Con- 
stitution of the United States and the de- 
cisions of the United States Supreme Court. 

That tribunal says in 3 How 212: “The 
United States have no constitutional’ ca- 
pacity to exercise municipal! jurisdiction, 
sovereignty or eminent domain within the 
limits of a State, or elsewhere, except in the 
cases in which it is expressly granted.” 

In later decisions the court says: “The 
enumeration of the powers granted to the 
government of the United States is found 
in the Constitution of the United States 
and in that alone; all powers not granted 
are reserved to the people. It has no power 
to control the flow of waters in the streams 
of a State except to preserve or improve 
the navigability of the stream. The full 
control of those waters is vested in the 
State.” 

In a memorial to Congress, forwarded 
July 7 by the Los Angeles Miners’ and 
Protective League, the memorialists say: 

It is not conceivable that any consid- 
erable proportion of our national legisla- 
tors could so discount the intelligence of 
the masses as to harbor the opinion that 
public judgment and popular alertness will 
be hypnotized by such mellow-sounding 
euphemisms as ‘conservation’ and like 
shibboleths; or that a reflective citizenship 
will be coaxe@ into submissive acquies- 
cence by delusive logic proposing to con- 
vince them that the popular mass will be 
best served by being robbed of individual 
opportunity.” It will be difficult for the 
average mind to accept the opinion that 
private initiative and énterprise can be 
stimulated and not destroyed by Federal 
competition; and it will be still more dif- 
cult to reconcile the average mind to the 
idea that the individual will be more happy 
and prosperous as a tenant than as a land- 
lord.“ 

The “conservationists” who propose to 
wrest from California control for power 
purposes of the waters of her navigable 
streams and to take away from her citizens 
the right to locate, develop and acquire oll- 
bearing lands, and to place water powers 
and petroleum wells in the hands of a 


bureau officer at Washington to be “leased” 


by him to favored corporations for the ben- 
efit of a gang of politicians and lobby 
agents. may, if successful, banish from 
the mountains the prospectors for gold, 
silver, copper and lead ores, and may be

to the farmer and make of him a tenant 
who can be ejected from his home for non- 
payment of rent, instead of a home owner 
who can stand upon the land he has re- 
deemed from arifity and say: “From the 
central fires of earth to the dome where 
stars sparkle this is mine.” 

The Los Angeles memorialists aptly ask: 
“What constitutional or equitable reason 
can be given for levying a government tax 
on the ofl which flows from the slopes of 
California, while the same fluid flows from 
the hills of Ohio and Pennsylvania un- 
touched by Federal tariff? What explana- 
tion will be given to the people when their 
phosphate industry must. stand a Federal 

penalty before it can be marketed, while 
Tennessee, Florida and South Carolina are 
made immune on their commodities? 
That the manufactured products of Cali- 
fornia should have to pay a Federal tax for 
water power generated in their mountain 
fastnesses, while New England and Geor- 
gia have been made perpetually exempt and 
have had their products of the loom and 
foundry protected against the competition 
of their western sister States will call for 
a new interpretation of the stitutional 
provision that “No tax or duty shall be laid 
on articles exported from any State.“ 

If Congress or the courts can harmonize 
such discrimination between the States and 
convince the western commonwealths thus 
discriminated against that each and all of 
the States have one flag“ and one govern- 
ment, they will have performed a miracle 
in logic. 3 

The Los Angeles memorialists conclude 
as follows: 


“Your petitioners insist that this 
species of legislation furnishes 80 
many possibilities of commercial in- 
trigue, and in its ramifications touches 
the sensitive chords of commercial ac- 
tivities at so many vital points, that 
the thoughtful citizen and reflective 
legislator would condemn it in toto; 
and no lawmaker with painstaking cir- 
cumspection and conscientious scruples 
would countenance a measure 80 
fraught with dangerous features and an- 
gles.” 


It is to be hoped that Congressmen 
Stephens or Randall, whose duty it will be 
to present this memorial of their Los An- 
geles constitutents, will not limit their en- 
ergies to presenting it and having it re- 


refer it to the cremation furnace or the 
paper mill; but that they will for once not 
limit their activities to drawing their sal- 
aries and mileage and promoting their Pro- 
gressive-Republican- Democratic - Socialistic- 
Prohibition candidacies for re-election, but 
will put some ginger into their stagnated 
brains and make a fight to prevent the pas- 
sage of the oll-land and water-power leasing 
bill.

And how, after asking and recetv- 
ing, any president of a hyphenated 
organization like that in Milwaukee 
could assure ten thousand of his 
compatriots: “We have tong suf- 
fered the preachment that ‘you Ger- 
mans must allow yourselves to be- 
come assimulated, you must merge 
in the American people; but no one 
will ever find us prepared to de 
scend to an inferior culture. No! 
We have made it our aim to elevate 
others to our level! —is beyond un- 
derstanding. It is to be presumed 
that such a statement did not awak- 
en a responsive chord in the hearts 
of his hearers, for precious few of 
them could live half way as happily 
or enjoy a tithe of the prerogatives 
and independence in that country of

And fancy a naturalized American 
in Germany, who had been elected 
to the Reichstag, declaring, as Con- 
gressman Bartholdt did, “We must 
forget party and, without regard for 
previous affiliations, vote only for 
these men who are friends of Ger- 
many,” substituting “America” for 
Germany. 

Luckily all the Germans in this 

country do not take their vows of 
allegiance and loyalty to the United 
States like our precious Bartholdt. 
I know all those Germans who were 
naturalized at the same time that 
I was felt the same sense of solem- 
nity, the same sense of exalta- 
tion, the same sense of profound 
new loyalty that I did. I should say 
there were no better 100 per cent.

water“ characteristics? Doubtless 
the permanency of pools or waters 
may have some influence, but the 
accepted theory is that the different 
food of lakes makes the change. It 
is known crustaceans will make 
trout fiesh red. There are fresh- 
water shrimps in most quiet waters 
where no current exists, Every pool 


is the same as that occurring in the 
rest of the stream. 

Dark Canyon now affords the best 
fishing to be had in the San Antonio 
watershed, and is being used gen- 
erally by fishermen of Hemet, San 
Jacinto, and that vicinity, although 
more easily accessible over the 
ridge from the Banning side. The 
Dark Canyon fish are highly colored 
and very handsome; fut oft pep“

TO GET THERE. 
Anyone willing to earn his fish

State Superintendent of Hatcher- 

W. H. Shebley has sent F. A. 
Shebley, late in charge of the aban- 
doned Brookdale hatchery, to In-

Fish and Game Commissioner 
Frank Newbert has been locking 
over the splendid rainbow egg-tak- 
ing possibility developing by the 
reclamation of Big Meadows to 
anglers in the north, Eugene W. 
Hunt, superintendent ‘of the Tahoe 
hatehery and a world-famous fish 
culturist, having “discovered” this 
chance to add to California’s re- 
sources in the sporting line. These 
experts describe the new “Lake Al- 
manor” formed at Big Meadows as 
“another Bear Lake.“ which recom- 
mends it to Southern Californians 
without other enlargement. 


Deputy Fish and Game Commis- 
sioner Henry J. Abels of Santa Ma- 
Tia states that the fishing in the 
Upper Sisquoc in Western Santa 
Barbara county is very fine at pres- 
ent and the fish untisually large. He 
recommends going about five miles 
above where Manzana empties into 
the Sisquoc. Persons planning to 
visit this country should make ar- 
rangements with the Sisquoc ranch 
management if expecting to cross 
their holdings, as fires have forced 
the ranch owners to be very strict 
against those who amen ¢ do them 
lasting injury through carelessness. 
THE VENTURA. 

Decided improvement is reported 
in the fishing in the main Ventura 
River as far down as the Foster 
Park, and about Lacross, where the 
Matilija comes in. The moss comes 
and goes, but experts are killing a 
lot of fine fish, bigger by far than 
usual. And yet some persons still 
are “kicking” about deferring open- 
ing of angling to May 1. Bear Lake 
is full of fry that never would have 
tion. 

One thing to get fun attention 
next year from the Fish and Game 
Commission is the predatory dogs 
which caught many big fish in the 
Bear Valley creeks last spring. ap- 
parently just for sport. These great 
“spawners” will work up a creek 
until stranded, and are easy game 
for dogs. Deputy Malone served no- 
tice upon their owners wherever 
found, and another year more dras- 
tic measures will be adopted. This 
is one form of loss hard to combat, 
but it can and will be stamped out, 
as every breeding fieh is now com- 
ing to be accepted as worth far more 
money to the State if left in the wa- 
ter than used in any other manner.

F SAN DIEGO is given the mile 
open-water swimming rade for 
the championship of the United 

States M will be over the dead body 
of Ocean Park. Les Henry, man- 
ager of the Ocean Park Bath-house, | 
Says that the race belongs to him 
and nobody shall take it from him. 
The faintest whisper that the ex- 
Position city might get the race 
sends the blood rushing to his head. 
NEVER—NO, SIR. 

“San Diego shall not have the 
championship race,” growled Les 
Henry in his office at the bath-house 
yesterday. It's mine, Ocean Park’s, 
and we mean to keep it.” His fist 
came down with a bang and his ink- 
well rattled off onto the floor. 

“This is the first championship 
swim ever held in Southern Califor- 
nia, and it’s not going south without 
a fight. It's the biggest race that 
has ever been held here. There will 
probably never be a bigger. And it 
is going to be held here—just be- 
yond the breakers, out there on a 
beautiful still course; in plain view 
of the largest crowd that ever gath- 
ered on these sands, With the fleet 
of the South Coast Yacht Club 
banked with its white sails out be- 


yond.” 
ALL SETTLED. 


Henry went so far as to say that 
the race had already been given to 
Ocean Park, and that Bob Weaver, 
president of the X. A. U., has no word 
in the matter. 

“When the championship was 
given to Southern California,” ex- 
plained Henry in a much calmer 
voice, it was referred to the swim- 
ming committee of the A.A.U., of 
which I am chairman. We decided 
to give the championship race to the 
Los Angeles Athletic Club. It could 
do what it wanted with it. The club 
accepted the championship. The 
race was referred to the club’s 
swimming committee, of which I am 
also chairman. The committee de- 
cided that the race would be held 
in Ocean Park. So you see the 
power of deciding the race has 
passed entirely out of the hands of 
Bob Weaver. In fact, the whole 
matter may be considered settled— 
and settled very satisfactorily I 
should say.” 

SATISFACTORY. 


Les Henry leaned away back in 


his chair, lit a cigar and blew great 
big, slow puffs that rolled across the 
room like the smoke out of a 42- 
centimeter gun.

Every brook has its quota. even the 
irrigating ditches teem with them, 
and every day beauties weighing up 
to one and even two pounds are 
taken within a few Hundred yards 
of the center of town. And this isn’t 
a sucker story a whale tale, but 
a trout fact! 

Taking Bishop as the center, there 
are within easy reach on the west, 
at the head of Bishop Creek, North 
Lake, South Lake, Long Lak 
Lake Sebrina, and at the 
Rock Creek a long chain of lakes. 
To the south are even more, not

In 
Silver Lake and the streams above 
are eastern brook trout, and in Large 
McGee Creek the most héghly-col- 
ored rainbow trout, distinctly striped, 
the back almost black, the belly al- 
most white 

Generally speaking, rainbow trout 
predominate, but cutthroats, Loch 
Leven trout, golden trout and galmon 
trout are also caught, the latter 
rarely. Cottonwood Creek is noted 
for the golden variety. The cut 
throat is copper-colored and a dis- 
tinct variety, considered food as any. 
Indications are that the Loch Leven, 
planted in these waters but a few 
years ago and now remarkably 
plentiful and of surprising size, will 
displace most of the others eventu- 
ally, say local experts who have 
studied them. 

GOOD SIZE. 

“Trout of four, five and six 3 
are common, and in Owens River 
heavier ones are caught. The record 
is eight pounds, stories of fifteen). 
and twenty-pounders to the contrary 
notwithstanding—and an eight- 
pound trout is large enough for any 
man. The bait question here is the

BY FORCE ACCOUNT. 


NEW IMPROVEMENT BODY HAS 
PANACEA FOR ILLS. 


Method of Handling Exposition 
Boulevard Job Should be Taken 
as Model for All Such, They De- 
clare—Will Initiate an Amend- 
ment to Charter if Necessary. 


A new means of cutting down the 
excessive cost of municipal adminis- 
tration is proposed by the United Im- 
provement Federation. A resolution 
was recently passed by this associa- 
tion, calling upon the city adminis- 
tration to adopt at once the policy 
of the city doing all street work by 
force account. The resolution com- 
mends the Council for announcing 
that the city will improve Exposi- 
tion boulevard by force account if 
the bids of contractors for that work 
exceed the amount estimated by the 
City Engineer for its accomplish- 
ment, The excessive profits to con- 
tractors doing the city’s street work 


pal extravangances by the resolution, 
and it urges the City Council] to im- 
mediately put.a stop to the high 
cost of street work by instructing the 
Board of Public Works to do all 
street work at cost by force account. 

George W. Graydon, who is lead- 
ing this fight for municipal economy, 
said yesterday: 

“The United Improvement Federa- 
tion will soon request the City Coun- 
cil to order all street work done by 
force account under the provision of 
the city charter that gives the Coun- 
cil power to do all things that are 
in the interest of the welfare of the 
people of Los Angeles. The financing 
of these improvements is to be ac- 
complished under the provisions of 
the State law as they now exist. If 
for any reason the Council does not 
inauguarate this policy of doing all 
street work, the United Improvement 
Federation proposes to initiate an 
amendment to the charter that will 
compel the city administration to do 
all street work by force account.“ 


Council in no Hurry. 
Police Chief Snively’s request for 
an ordinance, making the Police 
Commission a special board of cen- 
sors for all local theaters, was dis- 
cussed by the Public Welfare Com- 
mittee of the Council and the funeral 
was postponed for one week. Chief 
Snively and the Police Commission 
believe that they can elevate the 
local stage if the Police Commission 
has authority arbitrarily to refuse 
permits to any theater or to revoke 
licenses at will. 


No Borough Election. 
On advice of the City Attorney yes-

borough of that part of the city. The 
City Attorney poin out that there 
ls doubt as to the constitutionality of 
the charter provision regarding the 
formation of boroughs where the 
voters run their own affairs and, 
without contributing to general city 
taxes, have their full say in all mu- 
nicipal affairs.

MORE SPEED TO 
TAX PROTESTS. 


County Equalizers rs Hear Two 
Kicks at a Time. 


New Workers on the Job in 
Assessor's Office. 


Four Hundred Yet to Appear 
Before the Board. 


Acceleration. of the hearing of 
protests On county taxes was one of 
the noticeable features at yesterday's 
meeting of the Board of Equaliza- 
tion, which is made up of the Super- 
visors. An extra stenographer was 
installed and two protests were 
heard at a time by the board. The 
bedy continued its work until 6 
o'clock instead of 5 p.m., and after 
an hour for dinner, returned for a 
night sesion, which lasted until after 
9 o'clock, 

In the office of Assessor Hopkins 
several additional clerks and depu- 
ties were put to work to assist those 
who desired to make protests. The 
clerks are hired by the Board of 
Equalization and number now about 
thirty. They help to compare valua- 
tions and make these up in regular 
form. The deputies of County As- 
sessor Hopkins number fifteen and 
are also employed in this duty. 
Many taxpayers, after going over 
the books and seeing the fairness of 
— assessments, never reach the 

rd. 


Representatives of the Los An- 
geles Y.M.C.A. appeared yesterday, 
requesting a heavy decrease in as- 
sessments on the ground that the 
institution is benevolent in purpose, 
not organized for profit, but to en- 
hance the value of citizenship by 
building up the character of the 
coming generation of men. It was 
also stated that the T. M. C. A. can- 
not be self-sustaining without hin- | 
dering much of its work and that it 
is necessary each year to raise funds 
by donations-from charitable citi- 
zens. It was also stated that the 
T. M. C. A. work in California carries 
a heavier burden than in other 
States which do not tax it.

Luther entered the request for low- 
er taxation, which was taken under 
advisement. 

The Little Sisters of the Poor, a 
strictly charitable organization, ac- 
cording to the report rendered the 
board, asks that the valuation of its 
property be reducéd $100,000, which 
still leaves a heavy assessment. The 
Coleman House Settlement Associa- 
tion and the Barlow Sanatorium are 
also among the institutions which 
asked for reductions of assessments. 

E. P. Clark, owner of the Clark 
Hotel, who appeared for the Y.M.C. 
A., was also on hand to protest the 
valuation placed on the furnishings 
of his hotel, as well as on other of 
his property. 

A representative of the Wolfskill 
estate appeared and declared an as- 
sessment of $400 on a land valuation 
of $800 on the 8000 acres of the fa- 
mous Wolfskill ranch, is too high. 
This property lies adjacent to 
Beverly Hills, Sawtelle and the Wil- 
shire-Santa Monica boulevard. The 
Wolfskill representative asked for a 
reduction which will approximate 
between $150,000 and $200,000. 

There were about 400 persons to 
appear before the board yesterday.

veloped this into a system that has 
an appraised valuation of $13,000,- 
000,and that all of this has been done 
out of water revenues; that it has 
given free water service every year, 
with the exception of one, to public 
uses, and: that it has the lowest 
rates of any city in the West and 
lower than all others with the ex- 
ception of four or five of the big 
lake cities, where the expense of 
running pipes out into the water 
right at hand is very light. He also 
points out that this has been ac- 
complished in the face of unusual 
difficulties—having to maintain four 
different. water levels; higher cost of 
labor and material, etc., and the 
necessity of widely-spread 
area. 


No city of this size in the United 
States has such a distributing sys- 
tem at such a minmum cost, says 
Mr. Mulholland. In other cities the 
systems have cost three or four 
times as much as has the system 
here. As to the aqueduct, the water 
sales in the San Fernando Valley 
will run about $100,000 this year, 
and there are 14,000,000 gallons of 
aqueduct water turned into the city 
mains— the aqueduct water service to 
the city is at $23,000 a 
month. 

He points out that the aqueduct 
expenses at present are at the “peak 
load” while the water used is only 
just beginning—that it is at its 
heaviest expense, while at its lowest 
earning power, yet that it is even 
now earning its way if there is taken 
into consideration the development 
that has come through it and the 
crops that are being raised and that 
put into circulation money that flows 
into the coffers ef the Los Angeles 
business men, 

Notwithstanding the attitude of the 
Public Service Commission, members 
of the Council are determined to 
press the point of securing $500,000 
from the water revenues for applica- 
tion on the aqueduct indebtedness. 
Mayor Sebastian said yesterday: 

“If the Council passes an ordinance 
directing the water department to 
take care of $500,000 worth of aque- 
duct indebtedness out of water 
revenues this year, and the board 
still refuses, will call for a 
conference with the Council to see 
whether it will agree to the removal 
of the entire water board, if neces- 


In the meantime, the letter from 
the Efficiency Commission, renewing 
its suggestion that $500,000 water 
revenues be this year to relieve 
the tax burden, was received yester- 
day by the Public Service Com- 
mission. This statement urged 
a definite answer to the proposal and 
Councilman Conwell said yesterday 
that he hoped to know the decision 
of the Public Service Commission in 
the matter before the end of the 
present week.

CITY COUNCIL 


TAKES UP 


TASK OF EQUALIZATION. 


EGINNING its annual grind as a 
board of equalization yesterday, 
the City Council listened to 

more than 150 appeals from the as- 
sessments made by the joint bureau 
of assessments. Some seventy-three 
complaints were taken under advise- 
ment and referred to a special com- 


| 


mittee consisting of President Bet- 


kouski and Councilman Conwell, 
who was elected chairman of the 


Board of Equalization. This com 


mittee will meet with a similar com- 
mittee from the County Board of 
Equalization and whatever adjust- 
ments are made will be concurred 
in by both the city and the county. 

Of the protests presented to the 
Council yesterday eleven were grant- 
ed, these being mostly cases in 
which clerical errors ‘are noted. 
Fourteen protests were denied. Some 
forty citizens filed notices that they 
have been overlooked by the as- 
sessors of personal taxes and they 
were added to the rolls. Most of 
the omitted items are recently pur- 
chased automobiles. 

Former Councilman Whiffen, who 
was one of the strong advocates for 
the creation of the joint bureau of 
appraisal, appeared yesterday to pro- 
test against what he said are “the 


— 


board in its valuation. Tou are 
only getting a dose of your own 
medicine, the same as you handed 
us,” sald a voice from the gallery, 
interrupting the former president of 
the Council. Mr. Whiffen’s protests 
were taken under advisement. 
Gabor Hegyi, who pays taxes on 
938 parcels of property, told the 
board that, although practically all 
valuations on his property have been 
raisei, 937 assessments are just. but 
his residence, which cost $12,000, is 
valued at more than $19,000, and he 
is asking a reduction to about halt 
that amount. 
The petitions granted yesterday 
aggregate only a few hundred dol- 
lars, and members of the Council, 
even among those who approve gen- 
erally the work of the joint ap- 
praisal bureau, asserted that they 
are surprised at the few apparent 
errors as shown vesterday. 
Many of the 600 appeals already 
filed are from religious and charita- 
ble institutions, or from institutions 
which seek to be classed as such.
